THE UNIVERSITY'S ° 
PROBLEMS 


Stress ig laid in the annual 
report of - the University of 
Hongkong on the point that if 
the demand for admission con- 
tinues to inerease, it can only be 
met by new buildings and addi- 
tional staff. The only alterna- 
tive is to refuse admission to 
those seeking to enter. It is, 
of course, a very gratifying cir- 
cumstance that’ the number of 
students at present enrolled ex- 
ceeds by more than sixty any 
previous enrolment, but, as ‘the 
Vice-Chancellor points out, this 
very fact throws the problem of 
the University’s future into 
relief, The whole issue is one 
of finance. Despite the fact 
that the University now — re- 
ceives an annual grant of $3650,- 
000 from the Government, as 
well as stibstantial--" 
terest from the Boxer In- 
demnity funds, ‘the past year 
reveals a deficit on working, 
mainly due to the fact that the 
yield from, investments has 
declined, that income from other 
sources has also shrunk, and 
that: the. new salaries scale has 
materially udded to the cost of 
administration, Any — marked 
expansion of the University’s 
uctivities in tha immediate 


future must, unfortunately, bo 


ruled out, since there. is small 
likelihood of any appeal for 
funds yielding substantial re- 
sults... Indeed, tthe last appeal 
put forward produced no res- 
ponse whatever. Nor can there 
be the Jenst prospect of any in- 
erease in the Goverriment grant, 
which now stands at a figure 
seven times that paid a few 
years back. The whole trouble 
—and it ‘is one with which the 
University has had to contend 
during the whole period of its 
existence—is that existing en- 
dowments are in. no sense adc- 
quate. One point which sug- 


| gests itself is whether, in view 


of prevailing conditions, stu- 
dents’ fees might not be in-’ 
creased. ‘At present, the umount 
received from this source is less 
than twenty per cent, of the 
yearly income It has been 
estimated that the annual ex- 
penses of a University student 
in Hongkong come to about 
$1,400, wherens it would cost a 
Chinese student going abrond 
for his University education at 
least $3,500. year, exclusive of 
‘travelling expenses, Whilst it 
might be unwise to take any 
step likely to affect the growing 
popularity of the University, 
the fact cannot be lost sight of 
that the’ existing fees are by no 
means onerous, when we re- 
member that a first-class educa- 
tion is brought to the -very 
doors of those who seek admis- 
sion; Admittedly, an increase 
in fees would not materially

European picture, obscuring, un- 
doubtedly, tho Asiatic picture that 
was upon the screen of their con- 
sciousness two and a half years’ 
and a year. ago. Yot.I am re- 
assured that the English people 
have not forgotten tho picture of 
the Far East, even though neces- 
sarily preoccupied with boding. 
events hardly more than across the 
Channel from them. The old, old 
problem of a ‘balance of. power, a 
balance of interests in Europe, 
again calls for all the efforts of 
real statesmanship. In Europo 
now, as with us during, tho past 
two and a half years in Asia, 
everything seems to be in the fire. 
The balance now as between tho 
Far East and the European scene 
is the equal balance of impending 
disnster, It Ia no less dangerous 
because some of the moat portent- 
ous issues, scem, in the view alike 
of ultimate history and of common 
sense, to be 80 Idle. 


There scems no limit to the 
capneity of mankind, whatever the 
race and whatever .the hemisphere, 
to create political desperations out 
of matters that history later will 
pronounce simple enough of peace- 
ful solution. From time to time 
nations and races become obsessed 
with such problems ns “Inevitable 
epxansion,” “manifest “destiny,” 
“pressure of population,” “national 
honour.” How rigid their de- 
mands scem in an excited or 
narrow-minded time! How much 
more elastic they actually. are in 
the ultimate view! I could not 
help-meditating in such o fashion 
as | enjoyed watching a perform- 
ance of the historical play, 
“Richard of _Bordenux.” The 
young King, Richard Hi, fave a 
great shock to his Council} when 
he snid that after all England had 
no real need of a Continental pro- 
gramme, that neither national wel- 
fare nor national prestige were 
truly Involved in constant fighting 
to hold the territories of France. 
Thia remarkable observation na- 
tionally diverted my mind to an- 
other unessential dream of Con- 
tinental expansion In the Far East 
in our own time, It took a 
hundred and fifty. years after 
Richard 1, for England finally to 
abandon her obsession. Short- 
sightedness ‘and selfishness can 
cusily take: the names of national 
necessity and ‘national honour. 
Yet, in the end, not always far off, 
the Genius of History makes short 
work of both. the politicn! justifica- 
tions and the material benefits. 
Yes, I felt the immense satisfac- 
tion of an dnalogy for our present 
challenge in Asia as 1 sat in a 
London theatre on a recent even- 
dng. wt

OPENING UP RICK 
GOLD AREA 


Plans for the exploration and 
closer survey of large areas of the 
Interior of New Guinea are being 
put into effect by Australia, ‘ 


In addition to fixing boundary 
lines, survey parties will traverse 
large atretches of country hitherto 
unexplored, except by air, It-Is 
hoped that by closer penetration 
prospectors will be enabled to 
open up one of the richest gold- 
mining arvas in the world.

Impenctrable secrecy will sur- 
round the two statesmen when they 
confer’ on’ world affairs at tho 
Villa Pizanl at Stra, which is ten 
miles weat of Venice.

necordance with tho genius of her 
people. f 93% 

- Let me iustrate n little what 1 
mean in saying that,Chineso poll- 
‘tical philosophy has always been 
fundamentally democratic. Undor 
the monarchy, almost from timo 
{mmemor nl, although the emperor 
wae culled the “Son.of Heaven” 
and ruled by the “WIL of Icaven", 
nevertheless the conceyition of the 
Divine Sight of Kinga nover pre- 
vatled In Chinese political thought, 
The Emperor was to Interpret the 
will of Heaven through the will 
of the people. Thus tho Shang. 
Shu'says: “Heaven sees what the 
people fec., Heaven hears what 
the people hear.” - Again, “The 
people are the roots of the Stato. 
When the roots are secure, the 
State will have pence.” In other 
words, the Emperor was to rule In 
the interest of the governed and 
not in the intercat of himself or 
the governors, So long as he ob- 
served and practised this precept, 
ao. Jong would he be regarded as 
ruling by the will of Heaven. On 
the other hand, if on Emperor be- 
eame tyrannical and aclfish, and 
disregarded the welfare of the. 
people so that there came discon- 
tent, unrest, and suffering In the 
country as a result of his rule, 
then he would be considered to 
have exhausted his mandate from 
Heaven and to have acted against 
the will of Heaven. In such 8 case 
he was no longer considered the 
Son of Heaven or an Emperor, but 
a disendowed and fsoluted —in- 
dividual and the people’s common 
enemy, tigainst whom the lowest of 
hiy subjects might toke, the low 
into his own hands. 

These precepts and. innumerable 
others in our classics, have exer- 
cised a profound influence in our 
long national existence, and have 
heen responsible for the rise and 
all of dynasties in China. They 
have produced qualities and a 
flavour in the general life of China 
which explain why our goclal rela- 
tions are on the whole equitable 
and our intellectual life demo- 
The tenant-farmer {s no 
Jess a man in the presence of his 
Iandlord, the landlord no more A 
man in the presence of hia tenant, 
and there hag never existed in 
China any class barriers. Our 
history 14 replete with Instances 
where men of most humble origins 
rose to the highest positions in the 
State. . 

It ia very germane to present 
conditions in Asin—and in Europe 
jalso—to point out this remote 
background of a steadily main- 
tained democratic tradition in 
China, All the moves of demo- 
cratic yrovernment at the turn of 
the 17th and 18th centuries in 
England-against the absolutism of, 
the Stuarts, that whole training~ 
ground for ‘the modern English 
State, lay. implicit in Chinese poli- 
tical philosophy from the begin- 
nings of our recorded history. It 
ia n ferviee to Asia and to the 
whole world to re-emphasise that 
to-day. For China's persistence 
with her democratic tradition and 
its modern inotruments actually 
means more for. Asin of this 20th 
century than all. the posturings 
and paradings, the alarums and 

excursions, by which other in- 
fluences seck to make the Asiatic 
welkin ring,

Continuing, witness said holders 
are regarded as quite safe and re- 
quired Httle attention, but, as there 
had been a long peried without 
water at this time, Mr. Marshall 
Was instructed to make a weekly 
inspection to ascertain that tho 
water seals were filled to the 
Neceasury depth, to examine the 
guide wheels and the sheeting, and 
to see that the holder had free 
movement. An examination ‘was 
made on May 11, when the holder 
was reported in good order, Re- 
pairs, when necessary, were al- 
ways entered in a repalr book in 
accordance with custom, Leaks 
could be detected by hissing, ete. 
and these were always patched wy. 
Temporary repairs could be effect- 
ed with paper. The holder was 
re-patched in October Inst year 
and had been kept well painted.

In practice 
such an examination was only 
made when absolutely essential, 
as ‘it was very dificult and a dan- 
erous procedure for those engag- 
ed in the operation, owing, to the 
dificulty of clearing the holder of 
the yas. There had also been 
several fatalities during auch 
operations. Experience had shown 
that -normal. -intornal_. inspection 
Was not necessary, and no recom- 
mendations for interna] inspection 
had ever been made by the In- 
stitute of Gas Engineers. 

Witness said he had examined 
the plates eft on the holder and 
also those which were ripped off 
when the holder descended, and he 
thought that the corrosion was not 
worse than he had anticipated.

As the gas holder was found to 
be in goodeorder at the inspection 
made a few days previously, and 
na nothing unusual was noticed by 
palnters who were working on the 
holder up to nbout half.an ‘hour be- 
fore the necident, It was reasonable 
to assume that the holder was 
working normally, and -not leak- 
Ing at any of ity joints. His 
theory was that o hole was made 
in the holder by some external 
means. Even then if would not 
have caused ‘any damnge outside 
of ithe holder, hnd the gas not be- 
come ignited. The gas ivould 
merely have escaped, and the hold- 
er would have settled down In the 
tnnk., His theory was that the 
accident was started with a com- 
paratively small hold; which be- 
came enlarged by the burning ghs. 
He would put the point of ignition 
just outside the hole itself. 

The yas was burning, when it 
came into contnct With | the alr, 
The gas was only burning un the 
edges, and it was carried to the 
houses, There the burning ex- 
terior of the pocket of gas Ignited 
part of the houses, while at the 
same time some of the unburnt 
gus entered the ‘houses and yot 
ignited. The gas in the holder 
before it burnt would be absolute- 
ly invistble, and svould only ‘be 
visible after ignition, It was quite 
possible for both flames and -tn- 
burnt gas to get into the houses. 
The burning edgeg of the gas would 
give out an Intense radiation, and 
he suggested that this radiating 
heat must have been the cnuse of 
the two watchmen and a woman 
getting burnt, baler 


Used As Target. 


His theory wos that the gas! 
holder had been used as a target, 
as things were found In it. Al- 
though he had not seen anyone 
throwing things at it, articles had 
been ‘found in the yard. 

Describing the construction of 
the holder, witness .safd that the 
holder was constructed of acheavy 
stee! framework, ucross which thin 
steel sheets, pne-tenth of an inch 
in thickness were fastened. 
These sheets merely acted ag en- 
velopes, and were not called upon 
to withstand pressure of more 
than’ about one-third of a pound 
per square inch, Any object flung 
against the side of the holder 
would open up one of these thin 
plates, particularly if it struck the 
holder near a joint. It was pos- 
sible the accident. may have been 
caused in that way.

Up ton fow. days ago, the 


farmera were yreatly distressed 
by the serioua risk of drought, 98 
there had been no rain worth men- 
tioning for many weeks. But now 
everything is changed, and after a 
few thunder-storms as a kind of 
warning, ‘2 stendy downpour has 
set in, With the usual result that 
people are now snylng there is too 
much. Low-lying ground is al- 
rendy under water, and it leoka as 
if the rice plants which were so 
recently dying of thirst, will soon 
be destroyed by the flood. 

The process of restoring order 
and security throwrhout the Pro- 
vince goes | on very slowly. In 
West Fukien, where the Reds are 
supposed to be surrounded 
(“blockaded” is the official term) 
by the Central Army troops, they 
still appear to have a large amount 
of Hberty, und quite recently they 
were able to occupy the City of 
Yungan after heavy fighting. 
They withdrew in a few days with 
plenty of loot and many captives: 
but # large body of “Red Uandits” 
came in and did much damage: 

On May 9, Lu Hsing-yung at- 
tacked the City and drove out the 
bandits; but much of the loss 
(especially that of electric-light 
plant) cannot be made good .for 0 
Jong. time. More recently Shahsien 
has heen-taken and evacuated by 
the Reds, and disturbances of 
yarying gravity are reported from 
almost every district.
